EiGHT-KOUB LAW FuR 
NURSE^RITICISED 

Hospitals Form Association, to 
Fight New Legislation 

I That the ei,s?ht-hoiir law for women, 
i incoriiorated in Senate Hill 46G, which 
j goes into effect August 11th, will work 
I a great hardship upon the hospitals 
j of California, and especially upon 
I those institutions \yhich receive char- 
I ity patients, is the ojiinion of physi- 
I cians and hospital heads. 

At the time the bill was brought up 
representatives of the various hos- 
j pitals went to Sacramento and op¬ 
posed the passage of the bill with its 
provision affecting student nurses, 
urging the iiassage of another bill de¬ 
voted exclusively to the consideration 
of nursing and hospital conditions. 

When the bill passed the Senate an 
organization, known as the Associa¬ 
tion of Hospital Workers of the State 
of California, representing about sev¬ 
enteen of the large hospitals of San 
Francisco, was formed and waited 
upon Governor Johnson, urging him 
to exercise his power of veto. Being 
unsuccessful In this, the association 
Is now seeking some means of relief 
from what it considers to be an un¬ 
just and arbitrary condition. 

Dr. Adolph Rosenthal, president of 
the association, explained that it was 
the unanimous desire of the hospitals 
in the association to co-operate with 
any movement looking toward the im¬ 
provement of education, comfort and 
working conditions of hospital nurses 
and pledge their support to any law 
reaching these ends, and at the same 
time conserving the interests of the 
patients, to which all employees of 
hospitals must be subsidiary. 

Dr. Rosenthal said: “The new law 
involves entirely new principles in 
the treatment of the sick in emer¬ 
gency as well as maternity and oper¬ 
ative cases, and an arbitrary change 
of nurses might readily prove fatal 
to the patient. 

“The proponents of the hill stated 
that there were sixty-nine hospitals 
in the Ignited States working under 
and eiglit-hour law. We communicated 
with fifteen of these, taken at ran¬ 
dom from the list, and received the 
answer from each that, although they 
were operating under an eight-liour 
law, whicli, in each case, was more or ] 
less elastic, it was imiiossilile to ad¬ 
here strictly to the same. 

“In answer to the statement of the 
framers of this liill. I defy any one to 
bring statistics sliowing that we need 
any law to safeguard the health or 
welfare of nurses in training. Tlieir 
work, while the lioiirs may lie and are 
necessarily long, is not in a class with 
the liard manual lalior of tiie factory 
girl, and in i^:ility, altliongli the nurse 
in training receivc's a nominal salary, 
slie is in no wise essentially different 
from tlie medical or other student. 

"It costs a hospital aiiiiroxlmately 
$.‘i()(t eardi year to maintain a slieient 
mirse. and as tier earning power while 
in training is a long ways short of 
this, the liosiutal loses money on each 
nurse in its einidoy, and if forced to 
emiiloy a numlier of extra nurses will 
naturally he limited to a great extent 
in its cliarity work.” 

The Association of Hospital Work¬ 
ers of ('ullfornia represent the prin- 
(ipal liosiiitals around the ha.v, among 
them being St. Ijiike’s Hospital, the 
German Hosiutal, St. Mary’s Hos|)ital, 
Faliiola Hospital, Mary Helii Hospital, 
Hahnemann Hospital. Mount Zion 
Hosiiital, the Ghildren’s Hospital, 
Trinity Hosiiital, Hrovidence Hospital, 
Alameda Sanatorium, St. Francis Hos 
pital, the Ihiiversity of Galifornin 
Hosiiital, the Hast Hay Sanatorium, 
the French Hospital and the Lane 
Hospital, all of whi h do more or less 
charitable work and are directly af¬ 
fected by the new law as it stands. 

A similar association is being 
formed in the southern part of the 
State, and will co-operate with the 
association in San Francisco in its 
effort to secure relief for the hos¬ 
pitals of the State at large.

. Requires Co-operative Effort to Secure 
! Scientific Results. 

: I.ack of adequate planning for indus¬ 
trial communities is vigorously dis¬ 
cussed in the Survey by George B. 

] Ford, city planning expert for Newark 
and lecturer on that subject at Colum- 
i bin university. He says: 

“Large cities are spending millions 
today to widen streets, cut through 
new streets, [irovide parks and play¬ 
grounds in congested areas, almost all 
of which might have been saved if 
the city had been originally planned 
with foresight. Hundreds of millions 
are spent on hospitals, asylums, sani- 
: tariums, jails, health, police and fire de¬ 
partments, a large portion of which 
could have been saved if the cities had 
not been so wastefully and unscien¬ 
tifically designed. 

"For example, if the lot and block , 
units and diiiiensions in sections sur- < 
rounding the factories which moved to | 
Norwood and Oakley, on the outskirts i 
of Cincinnati, had been laid out along , 
lines which experience has shown to ' 
be most economical and desirable for \ 
workingmen’s dwellings and if provi- i 
sion had been made for recri'iition for ’ 
grownups as well as for children, as 
suggested by the English garden J 
suburbs, the neighborhood of the fac- > 
torios would now be almost exclusive- J 
ly occupied by the employees in those s 
factories Instead of largely by clerks 
and business men, who commute daily t 
to Cincinnati. And furthermore, the • 
slum [iroblem of Cincinnati itself n 
would be vastly less urgent. • '
